On October 6,2015, the Federal Election Commission notified your clients. Right 
to Rise USA and you in your official capacity ^ treasurer, Kris Money, and Trey 
McCarley, of a complaint alleging violations of 52 U.S.C. § 30125(e) of the Federal 
Election Campaign Act of 1971, as amended. 

On April 11,2019, the Commission considered the complaint but was equally 
divided on whether to find reason to believe your clients violated the Act. Accordingly, 
the Commission closed its file in this matter.
